Essential 
and . urgent  matters  which  have  affected  the  Public  Health 
during  the  year  are  the  only  items  required  to  "oe  reported  upon 

Water-Supply  ,  The  Stroud  District  Water  Board  now  own  the 
public  water-supply  of  the  district  and  periodic  samples  show 
that  the  supply  maintains  its  high  degree  of  purity/ 

The  springs  supplying  parts  of  the  district  have  been 
tested  from  time  to  time  and  such  action  is  taken  as  is 
necessary  to  improve  those  liable  to  contamination. 

Infectious  Deseases  No  serious  epidemics  have  appeared  in  the 
district  only  seven  cases  of  scarlet  Pevcr  and  four  cases  of 
Diptheria  being  notified.  One  case  of  Para-Typhoid  Bc  Never 
was  notified  the  source  of  infection  being  untraced.  In  common 
with  the  rest  of  the  country  Cerebro-Spinal  Never  appeared  in 
the  area,  three  cases  being  notified. 

The  schools  in  the  area  have  been  visited  and  the 
children  immunised  against  Diptheria,
